They Gather Greens m a Hemp 


Field and Have a Straggle 


for Life. 


Yesterday a colored family named Mo 


Goodwin, residing m the Young property, 
near the corner of West Eldorado and 
Mercer streets, were considerably stirred 
up internally and badly fnghtene', after 
they had eaten heartily of a big mess of 
greens one of the girls had gathered in 
the Durfee hemp nold not far from the

How the Observance of the Mosaic 


Law has Preserved the Vigor 


of a Race 


[Dr K K ricartl lu toe Leisure Hour ] 
ID enumerating tbe causes which 


have made the Jewish people BO 
strong and vigorous particular men- 
tion iLust be made of their observ- 
ance of the Sabbath

appointed for the double purpose of 
securing a set portion of time for the 
worship of God and of affording rest

days' labors

any other religious obligation.

Sunday 13 kept sacred or observed BS
